CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—The returns received 


by the Associated Press up to midnight 
indicate the probable election of McKin- 
ley and Hobart, although returns are so 
meagre from a number of doubtful states 
that this conclusion can only be reached 
by an estimate bused upon tho gains and 
losses. Tho best estimates obtainable in- 
dicate that Maine and A~ormont have 
given majorities somewhat reduced from 
the September elections; that Now Hamp- 
shire gives about 20,000, Massachusetts 
about 120,000 and Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut by proportionate majorities, all 
for MeKinloy.

Some of the finest kinds of spoiisres 


are found in Florida waters, and the 
culturist would find profit in raising 
such species as the "sheep wool," the 
"velvet," the "hard head" and the 
"grass" sponge. Some of the kinds 
recognized as quite distinct are,never- 
theless, so much alike in appearance 
that only an expert can tell them 
apart. The sheep's wool sponges are 
best of all for the bath. 


It is a fact worth knowing that it 


pays very much better to buy un- 
bleached sponges. The bleached ones 
look much prettier, but the chloride 
of lime employed in the process in- 
juries the skeleton, and lessens its 
strength so that it soon comes to 
pieces. When you find sand in a 
sponge, yon may know that you are 
indebted .to trade dishonesty. Sponges 
never grow on a sandy bottom. The 
sand is added, in the bales to make 
them weigh more.

The law was intended 
to prevent speculators from affecting 
the prices of agricultural products on 
the exchanges by spreading spurious 
prognostications of the weather. 
It 
has been invoked for the first time 
to suppress the wild Western “hum* 
orists.”

Tacts About Sponges. 


Some of the finest kinds of sponges 
aro found in Florida waters, and the 
culturist would find profit in raising 
such species as tho “ sheep wool," the 
“ velvet,” tho “hard head" and tho 
“ grass" sponge. 
Some of tho kinds 
recognized as quite distinct are, never­ 
theless, so much alike in appearance 
that only an expert can tell them 
apart. 
The sheep’s wool sponges are 
best of all for tho bath. 


It is a fact worth knowing that it 
pays very much better to buy un­ 
bleached sponges. 
The bleached ones 
look much prettier, but the chloride 
of lime employed in the process in­ 
juries the skeleton, and lessens its 
strength so that it soon comes to 
pieces. 
When you find sand in a 
sponge, you may know that you are 
indebted,to trade dishonesty. Sponges 
never grow on a sandy bottom. 
The 
sand is added in the bales to make 
them weigh more. 


The sponges are gathered by small 
boats. 
In each boat are two m en; one 
sculls, while the other leans over the 
bow. When he sees a sponge, he spears 
it and drags it aboard. 
If the water 
is rough, he uses a “ water glass,” 
which is simply an ordinary pail with 
a glass bottom. 
The pail is hung 
around the neck of the fisherman, who 
sinks it below the surface when he 
wishes to see. 
In this way he can got 
a perfect view of the bottom. 
In tho 
Mediterranean sponges aro collectod 
usually by dredges, but sometimes by 
naked divers. 


The sponges of commerce are warm 
water animals. 
They come chiefly 
from tho Mediterranean, Jthe Red Sea, 
tho Bahamus, and Florida.

Tho projected Buisson Hospital, for 
tho cure of hydrophobia, has already 
been opened near the Crystal Palace, 
in London, and when I return to 
America I shall very much wish there 
was an institution of the kind there. 
The system of cure is by vapor baths, 
and is taken up in opposition to tho 
Pasteur treatment by persons who aro 
largely and intensely anti-vivieection- 
ists, and who believe that tho torture 
of large numbers of dogs incident to 
Pasteur’s germ cure is a brutal and 
inhuman practice. However, humane 
though I claim to be, that does not 
interest the world at large as keenly 
as the fact that these men (including 
some very eminent ones, indeed,) de­ 
clare that hundreds and hundreds of 
cases of hydrophobia treated in tho 
Pasteur manner have resulted in tho 
death of tho patients. In other words, 
they allege that the Pasteur cure.is no 
certain cure at all, whereas the. cures 
by vapor bath treatment havo been 
very wonderful, and almost, if not 
quite, invariable, 


Tho discovery of this process is at­ 
tributed to a French provincial prac­ 
titioner, who is stated to have been, 
some fifty years ago, infected with’the 
virus of a mad dog by wiping his hand, 
on which was a skin laceration, with a 
towel impregnated by the saiiva of tho 
diseased animal. 
There is no special 
poison in the too h fangs themselves, 
but the contamination is in tho secre­ 
tions, and M. Buisson is recorded to 
have cured himself by three or four 
applications of the vapor bath. 


What I havo read on the subject has 
deeply impressed me, and if I were 
bitten by a dog, supposedly *mad, and 
wore in the wilds of Canada or Africa," 
away from all medical aid, I would 
confidently set about tocuremycelf by. 
meroly boiling water in a can or dish 
and sitting over it well enveloped in 
blankets.; Quito as simple as that havo 
been somo of the methods resorted £0 ^ 
by those who believe that poison in-* 
the system can be sweated out * of the' 
body. 
Tho new hospital in Norwood, 
London, is in the charge of a man 
skilled in the use of the Turkish or 
Oriental bath and the modern hot va* 
por bath. 
Treatment there is given 
free, though if the patients h # v e to.« 
stay for a course of treatment they 
must pay their way for board am} 
lodging somewhere in the neighbor­ 
hood.—Philadelphia Ledger.

CONSTllUCTION OP A SILO. 


The lower part of a silo may be 


made below the ground with advan- 
tage. 
A cement lining for the pit 


should be used. The upper part is 
then bedded in cement, making a close 
connection with the lower part, com- 
pletely air-tight. This will be pre- 
ferable to a silo wholly above ground, 
in that the greatest pressure will be iu 
the most solid part, and it will not be 
so laborious to raise the material for 
silage so high by the difference of the 
depth of the below-ground part.— 
American Farmer. 


PRESERVING CORN FODDEE. 


The great attention paid to ensilage 


ought not to lessen interest in keep- 
ing and curing coin fodder dry. There 
is no cheaper feed that the farmer can 
grow, and will not except even the- 
same feed cut greea and put into the 
silo. If corn is cut just as the ears 
are glazing, its fodder will be then at 
its best, and the grain will also take 
all from the stalks that it would get bv 
standing longer. So soon as the~hasks 
are dry enough to allow husking easily 
the corn should be husked, and the 
stalks will then usually be in good 
condition for drawing to the farm or 
stack. It is better to make medium- 
sized stacks, so that the stalks will not 
undergo violent heating. 
A slight 


heating will soften the shell of the 
etalk without injuring it in any way. 
When freezing weather comes these 
etalks will be thoroughly dry, or at 
least seem so, and they should then 
be cut with a horse-power cutter. 
Such a machine will put through in a 
single day five times as much as a man 
can do with only hand power, and at 
the saving of much hard labor. 
The 


stalks after cutting will heat some 
more, and should be watched and 
turned with a shovel occasionally, so 
that the under portions may not mil- 
dew or blacken. Corn fodder so pre- 
pared will be eaten with little or no 
waste.—American Cultivator. 


HOW TO SALT 3UTTE2. 


Perhaps everyone who has ever 


'made batter has been troubled with 
this.at some time. The cause of the 
mottled condition which is frequently 
seen in butter is a disputed one, yet it 
is Bim£ie enough after all. As we all 
know, salt affects the color of butter. 
All butter takes on a deeper hue when 
it has been salted a few hours. 
Take 


a lot of batter from the churn in a 
mass, salt it in streaks by cutting 
down through it with t he ladle and 
scattering salt freely where the ladle 
•went, let it stand half a day before 
Working, and you will see a good il- 
lustration of mottled butter. 
In a 


few words the explanation is this: 
Mottled butter is caused by the uneven 
distribution of salt, nothing more or 
less. To avoid this the following plan 


. is an excellent one, and one which is 


followed by many of our best butter 
makers to-day: Leave the butter in 
granules, wash with water cold enough 
to- prevent adhesion, drain and salt 
while still in the churn, then revolve 
the churn or tip from side to side un- 
til the butter globules mass somewhat 
and the salt is evenly distributed. By 
•tipping the churn one way, then the 
other, the salt may be very evenlv 
sprinkled on, or a wooden fork of 
suitable size may be used to stir it up, 
adding only a portion of the salt at a 
*ime. The salt melts or dissolves the 
moment it touches the grains of but- 
ter, and-each grain is instantly coated 
with brine. 
Then when the batter 


has drained a few minutes remove it 
. to the worker, press until moderately 
dry and pack away. Ko further work- 
ing is necessary and there will be no 
trace of streaks or a mottled condition 
to be found. 
Salting in the churn is 


sure to be a favorite method with 
those who try it. Thejunount of but- 
ter can be very closely estimated, as 
the amount from a given quantity of 
cream does not vary very 'materially 
from time to time. Nor is it essential 
. to weigh out the salt each time. Meas- 
ure out a pound of salt—usually a 
pint of salt will weigh a pound, and it 
is more quickly measured than weighed 
each time. Some adhere very tena- 
ciously to the old way of twice working 
-their butter, bat once is a great 
• plenty. 
If the salt is evenly distrib- 


uted and the excess of moisture 
pressed out, that is sufficient, and it 
can .as well be done at one operation 
as at two. —Hoard's Dairyman. 


SHOEING HOBSES. 


Professor Pilchard delivered a lec- 


ture on this subject at the recent 
Royal Society's show, says Mark Lane 
Express, England. On' the external 
surface of the wall or crust on an 
animal which had not been interfered 
with they would find a certain amount 
of gloss. It was necessary evapora-

smiths recently—they did not all know 
it—was that the wall was of the same 
thickness all the way up until they 
got to where the coronary band was 
placed. Some smiths were very pro- 
nounced in their ideas about the dis- 
tance the nail could be driven in the 
horn, and took great credit for being 
able to drive nails a considerable dis- 
tance in the horn; but if a man could 
drive a nail properly, he could drive 
it the whole length just as easily as he 
could one inch. That it was right to 
do it was another matter. 


Having given particulars as to the 


sole, frog and bar parts of the horse's 
foot, he stated that a fact smiths 
should bear in mind was that if they 
removed too much of the bar thev were 
robbing the sole of support, and also 
the frog. 


Dealing with the question of horse- 


shoeing, he said many people were un- 
der the impression it was a simpi 
thing to pull off a horseshoe; when i 
smith took off a shoe he should do it 
carefully, or it might give rise to seri 
ous mibchief. The shoe was fixed on 
by clenched nails. Those clenche 
should be most carefully removed. 
If they were riot the wrenching of the 
shoe from the foot might break the 
old nails and leave what the^smith 
called a stub in the foot; or he might 
draw the old clench into the horn. 


He was not one to say that a smith, 


under all and 
any circumstances, 


should be blamed for pricking a horse. 
There were circumstances where it was 
almost impossible to avoid such a se- 
rious accident. There were feet with 
such walls upon them that it was a 
most difficult job to drive a nail with- 
out getting it so close to the sensitive 
structure as to bring about binding. 
He was thoroughly of opinion, how- 
ever, that if more care was exercised 
in the removal of shoes, the risk of 
pricking horses would be reduced to a 
very considerable extent. If a piece 
of stub was left in the horn, however 
well a nail might be driven, if it hap. 
pened to meet the foresgn intruder, 
the next blow would cause mischief. 
He believed he stood almost alone in 
the opinion that instead of putting the 
pinchers on the inner heel it should 
be grasped by the inner quarter. 
The nails ou the inner side of the shoe 
were not so far back as on the outer, 
and there was plenty of room to usa 
the pincers nearer the quarter, away 
from the heel. Very many cases of 
corn would be avoided if that wera 
done, and smiths could not do any 
harm by taking his advice. 


Regarding the parting of the foot, 


he contended that a horse should nol 
be robbed of horn. He was afraic 
there was a little too much tendency 
on the part of smiths to lower the 
heel. The heel was made up of the 
back part of the crust and of the bar, 
and if they lowered the heel they musl 
rob the horse's foot of a portion of the 
crust and of the bar, too. Another 
erroneous idea was that the frog should 
come to the ground, and some went 
so far to sav that the solo should have 
a certain amount of pressure. 
If they 


put a horse on a sandy plain or turf, 
it could put up with frog or sole pres- 
sure. 
But why was the sole made 


concave if the eole was intended to 
come to the ground aiiU bear a portion 
of the weight? It was made concave 
so that it should be out of the way of 
pressure, and the frog v.-as made elas- 
tic so that it should yield considerably 
to pressure. Therefore don't rob the 
horse of that part of the foot which 
was intended to take the pressure. 
The horse's crust, the outer margin, 
the portion to which they nailed the 
shoe, was the portion which should 
receive the weight—and that was the 
portion the smith should legislate to 
keep in the healthiest condition pos- 
sible. 


Having reiterated his opinion that 


horse nails as at present made were 
made the wrong way, he went on to 
observe that nails should not be driven 
higher than necessary, and never in 
old horn. Regarding the driving of 
nails, there was only one thing to learn 
well, and that was the sound of the 
hammer on the head of the nail during 
the time of driving. 
When the smith 


s&id he knew the nail was going righl 
other than by the sonnd of the blow 
he was hambagging them. In refer- 
ence to denchiag, he advised them nol 
to file a nick in the foot opposite everj 
clench—there was no necessity for it, 
and it was just as well avoided.—Farm, 
Stock, and Home. 


How the Birds Arc TauRlit—Mystery 


of Their Unerring Flight—A Quick 
Trip From Chicago to \'cw York. 
E 


XPERIMENTS were tried by a 
signal corps at the recent 
State encampment in Michi- 
gan by sending carrier pigeons 


to Detroit with disnatche?. In the 
four or five trials the birds brought 
the messages a distance of forty-two 
miles in the .average of an hour and 
ten minutes, according to the Detroit 
Free Press. 


It might seem to some to be a new 


departure in military work, but its 
origin is buried beyond the records of 
history. For centuries back the peace- 
ful dove has played an important part 
in the wars and politics of the world. 
As long ago as the reign of Rameses 
III., King of Egypt, the carrier pigeon 
was used in conveying important dis- 
patches from one point to another. It 
is even thought by some that Noah's 
"dove," which flew ail day over the 
cheerless waters, was a carrier. Cer- 
tain it is that the 'Egyptians made 
good use of this method of conveying 
intelligence from remote parts of the 
kingdom. 


Frequent allusions to the carrier are 


made by the classic writers of Greece 
and Borne. A Roman of means, in 
going to the market place, took one of 
these birds with him in a basket, so 
that ho might send home the names of 
the guests whom he invited to dinner. 
Messages were sent in this way to the 
Saracens in their wars with the Chris- 
tians. Communication was thus kept 
up between the people in besieged 
2ities and alhes without. In China, 
Turkey, and, in fact, all Eastern coun- 
tries, the use of the carrier is still one 
af the customs. During the wars be- 
tween France and Germany this was, 
in many cases, the only means of com- 
munication. In the siege of Paris, it 
is said that 25,000 of the birds were 
used. The Germans employed hawks, 
as the Saracens had falcons, to destroy 
them. 


Now, however, it is more for amuse- 


ment than as a means of useful com- 
munication that the carrier pigeon is 
cultivated. In Belgium, pigeon flying 
is one of ths greatest of the National 
amusements. Races are held, at which 
from ten to twenty thousand of the 
birds are liberated, and great crowds 
of people assemble to see them start 
on their journey. The course is from 
fifty to 500 miles, according to the 
age of the birds, and the distance is 
sometimes covered in remarkably fast 
time. 


Very few persons know that there 


is, in this country, a National associa- 
tion, or league, of homing clubs. 
Nearly every large city, from New 
fork to San Francisco, has one or more 
clubs that have for their object the 
raising and matching of fast birds. 


It is a wonderful power that the car- 


rier has, of finding its home, though 
eparated from it by hundreds of miles 
of unknown country. 
Some have 


sailed it instinct, and others say that 
t is a matter of sight and memory, 
t seems to be both. Certain it is, at 
ny rate, that the carrier is very in- 
elligent, and has a good memory and 
emarkable power of sight. On the 
ther hand, it can see, at the most, a 


home. The fanciers »re desirous ol 
getting rid of these birds, as either 
their flight is not strong or their in- 
stinct weak. Only the swift, strong 
birds are kept, and the greatest euro 
is taken in bieedinjr them. 


The Stair Cure Sow. 


A new form of regular daily exor- 


ciso that is being prescribed by more 
than ouo London physician is stair 
climbing. 
It is recommended for 


strengthening the heart. 


This can only be douo by taking 


regular, systematic and sufficient mus- 
cular exercise. Let a person who 
finds his pulse increased fifty to sixty 
beats in a minute after mounting a 
staircase, climb a hundred staircases 
day after day for a month or more, 
and, it is said, he will find that the 
exertion does not add ten beats to the 
normal number of his heart throbs. 


The exercise has acted upon this 


vital organ just as it does on the 
biceps of a prizefighter or a black- 
smith, and strength and the capacity 
for endurance have been the result. 
But this is not all the good to be 
gained by climbing a hundred stair- 
cases a day, say fifty in the morning 
and fifty in the afternoon. Doubtless 
the person with a weak heart has suf- 
fered more or less Irorn what is called 
nervous dyspepsia. His food, instead 
of being properly digested, has been 
mainly iermented in his stomach, and 
has caused him various uncomfortable 
feelings, which he has been^'in the 
habit of attributing to everything but 
their proper cause. 


It is claimed that not only have the 


hundred minutes so spent in climbing 
staircases put strength into his legs, 
expanded his chest, and saved his 
heart from fatty degeneration, but 
that they have given tone to his abdo- 
minal muscles and to his digestive or- 
gans.—New York Journal. ~

distance of seventy-five miles from its 
exalted position in midair, while 200 
miles of country, hitherto unseen by 
the bird, is often given to it for a 
course. 


The education of the carrier is be- 


gun when it is four months old. It is 
first taken just outside the loft and 
allowed to make its way back to its 
nest. It is then taken a distance of 
one or two blocKs away and again lib- 
erated. It often happens that the 
bird will take a long time to find its 
home on this trial, but on the next at 
the same distance it will rise a little 
way in the air and then dart straight 
for the nest. The distance is gradu- 
ally increased until the bird can find 
its way home from two or three m;les 
away. Then begins a regular scale of 
flights until 500 miles is reached. 


The carrier's flight is very swift.the 


average being over forty miles an 
hour. Several birds in this city havs 
flown 300 miles at the rate of over 
sixty miles an hour, and there are 
well-authenticated cases in which a 
speed of ninety miles an hour has been 
attained. This, however, is with the 
help of a good breeze. As aight comes 
on the pigeon rests on some tree or in 
some plowed furrow, but at the dawa 
it is away again on its swift career. 


It sometimes happens that a pigeon 


misses the right direction in its flight.

Lost Recipes. 


During the last two centuries even 


For 
example we cannot now make china as 
they used to make it. A piece of im- 
itation Crown Derby could instantly 
be recognized as such, • flrst, by the 
color, which cannot now ibe repro- 
duced, and, secondly, by the glaze 
whicti the old potters used, and of 
which the recipe is entirely lost to us. 
Tha same applies to Lowestoft, Bow 
and Chelsea ware—the glaze cannot 
be reproduced. For n long time it 
was not known how cameo Wedg- 
wood was made, and when that was 
known the question arose, How was 
the Portland vase—now in the British 
Museum, and the only specimen of 
that kind of ware known—made? It 
was not made on the same principal as 
the Wedgwood ware, for although Jo- 
siah Wedgwood tried, he could not 
reproduce work anything like the or- 
iginal vase, the cameos on which stand 
out as sharply as the moon in a cloud- 
less sky. Certainly the artist which 
produced the Portland vase had a 
recipe which is now lost, for not the 
slightest idea of how it was made ex- 
ists, nor can even a reasonable theory 
be evolved.—New York Post.

How th e B irds A rc T a u sh t—M ystery 
of Tiiolr U nerring F lig h t—A Q uick 
T rip From Chicago to New Y ork. 


XPERIMENTS were tried by a 
signal corps at the rocent 
State encampment in Michi­ 
gan by sending carrier pigeons 
to Detroit with dispatches* 
In the 
four or live trials the birds brought 
the messages a distance of forty-two 
miles in tho average of an hour and 
ten minutes, according to the Detroit 
Fren Press. 


It might seem to some to bo a new 
departure in military work, but its 
origin is buried beyond tho records of 
history. For centuries back the peaoo- 
ful dove has played an important part 
in tho wars and politics of the world. 
As long ago as tho reign of Rameses 
III., King of Egypt, the carrier pigeon 
was used in conveying important dis­ 
patches from one point to another. It 
is even thought by some that Noah’s 
“dove,” which flew all day over tho 
cheerless waters, was a carrier. 
Cer­ 
tain it is that the ^Egyptians made 
good use of this method of conveying 
intelligence from remote parts of tho 
kingdom. 


Frequent allusions to the carrier are 
made by the classic writers of Greece 
and Rome. 
A Roman of means, in 
going to the market place, took ono of 
these birds with him in a basket, so 
that ho might send home the names of 
the guests whom he invited to dinner. 
Messages wore sent in this way to tho 
Saracens in their wars with the Chris­ 
tians. 
Communication was thus kept 
up between the people in besieged 
cities and allies without. 
In China, 
Turkey, and, in fact, all Eastern coun­ 
tries, tho use of the carrier is still ono 
Df tho customs. 
During the wars be­ 
tween Franco and Germany this was, 
in many cases, the only means of com­ 
munication. 
In the siege of Paris, it 
is said that 25,000 of the birds were 
used. 
Tho Germans employed hawks, 
as the Saracens had falcons, to destroy 
them. 


Now, however, it is more for amuse­ 
ment than as a means of useful com­ 
munication that the carrier pigeon ;s 
cultivated. 
In Belgium, pigeon flying 
is ono of the greatest of the National 
amusements. 
Races are held, at which 
from ten to twenty thousand of the 
birds are liberated, and great crowds 
of people assemble to see them start 
on their journey. 
The course is from 
fifty to 500 miles, according to tho 
age of the birds, and the distance is 
sometimes covered in remarkably fast 
time. 


Very few persons know that there 
is, in this country, a National associa­ 
tion, or league, of homing clubs. 
Nearly every large city, from New 
fork to San Francisco, has one or more 
clubs that have for their object the 
raising and matching of fast birds. 


It is a wonderful power that the car­ 
rier has, of finding its home, though 
separated from it by hundreds of miles 
of unknown 
country. 
Some have 
called it instinct, and others say that 
it is a matter of sight and memory. 
It seems to be both. 
Certain it is, at 
any rate, that the carrier is very in­ 
telligent, and has a good memory and 
remarkable power of sight. 
On the 
other hand, it can see, at the most, a 
distance of seventy-five miles from its 
exalted x^osition in midair, while 200 
miles of country, hitherto unseen by 
the bird, is often given to it for a 
course. 


The education of the carrier is be­ 
gun trhen it is four months old. 
It is 
first taken just outside the loft and 
allowed to make its way back to its 
nest. 
It is then taken a distance of 
one or two blocics away and again lib­ 
erated. 
It often happens that the 
bird will take a long time to find its 
home on this trial, but on tho next at 
the same distance it will rise a little 
way in tho air and then dart straight 
for tho nest. 
The distance is gradu­ 
ally increased until the bird can find 
its way homo from two or three m»les 
away. 
Then begins a regular scale of 
flights until 500 miles is reached. 


Tho carrier’s flight is very swift, the 
average being over forty miles an 
hour. 
Several birds in this city have 
flown 300 miles at tho rate of over 
sixty miles an hour, and there are 
well-authenticated casos in which a 
speed of ninety miles an hour has been 
attained, 
This, howover, is with the 
help of a good breeze. As night comes 
on the pigeon rests on some treo or in 
some plowed furrow, but at tho dawn 
it is away again on its swift career. 


It sometimes happens that a pigeon 
misses the right direction in its flight, 
When it finds this to be tho case, in­ 
stead of flying around until it sees 
something familiar, the carrier goes 
directly back to the starting point 
and tries again, 


The carrier is not fond of flying 
over water, perhaj^s because there are 
no guide marks and no resting places, 
A large number of New York homing 
pigeons were liberated at the World's 
Fair, 
All but one soared around for 
awhile and then started down Lake 
Michigan, following the shore. 
The 
one exception flew to the top of one of 
tho high buildings, where it sat for 
fully ten minutes and then shot off 
eastward, directly across the lake, 
This bird made the flight to New York 
in thirty-six hours. 
Very often the 
pigeon» lose their way and never reach 


home. 
The fanciers are desirous of 
getting rid of theso birds, as either 
their flight is not strong or their in­ 
stinct weak. 
Only tho swift, strong 
birds are kept, and the greatest caro 
is taken in bieedine: them. 


Tiie Stair Cure Sow. 


A now form of regular daily exor­ 
cise that is being prescribed by more 
than ono London physician is stair 
climbing. 
It is recommended for 
strengthening tho heart. 


This can only be dono by taking 
regular, systematic and sufficient mus­ 
cular exercise. 
Let a person who 
finds his pulse increased fifty to sixty 
beats in a minuto after mounting a 
staircase, climb a hundred staircases 
day after day for a month or more, 
and, it is said, he will find that tho 
exertion does not add ten beats to tho 
normal number of his heart throbs. 


The exercise has acted upon this 
vital organ just as it does on tho 
biceps of a prizefighter or a black­ 
smith, and strength and the capacity 
for endurance have been the result. 
But this is not all the good to bo 
gained by climbing a hundred stair­ 
cases a day, say fifty in the morning 
and fifty in the afternoon. 
Doubtless 
the person with a weak heart has suf­ 
fered more or loss irom what is called 
nervous dyspepsia. 
His food, instead 
of being properly digested, has been 
mainly iermented in his stomach, aud 
has caused him various uncomfortable 
feelings, which he has been * in tho 
habit of attributing to everything but 
their proper cause. 


It is claimed that not only have tho 
hundred minutes so spent in climbing 
staircases put strength into his legs, 
expanded his chest, and saved his 
heart from fatty degeneration, but 
that they have given tone to his abdo­ 
minal muscles and to his digestive or­ 
gans.—New York Journal. 


Lost Eccipes. 


During the last two centuries even 
there have been recipes lost. 
For 
example we cannot now make china as 
they used to make it. 
A piece of im­ 
itation Crown Derby could instantly 
be recognized as such, “'first, by the 
color, which cannot now tbe repro­ 
duced, and, secondly, by tho glaze 
wThich the old potters uped, and of 
which tho recipe is entirely lost to us. 
The same applies to Lowestoft, Bow 
and Chelsea ware—tho glaze cannot 
be reproduced. 
For a long time it 
was not known how cameo Wedg­ 
wood was made, and when that was 
known the question arose, How was 
the Portland vase —now in tho British 
Museum, and the only specimen of 
that kind of ware known—made? 
It 
was not made on the same principal as 
the Wedgwood ware, for although Jo- 
siah Wedgwood tried, he could not 
reproduee work anything like the or­ 
iginal vase, the cameos on which stand 
out as sharply as the moon in a cloud­ 
less sky. 
Certainly the artist which 
produced the Portland vase had a 
recipe which is now lost, for not the 
slightest idea of how it was made ex­ 
ists, nor can even a reasonable theory 
be evolved.—New York Post.

ou the care of cream, creaming milk, 
churning, and caring for the bntter, 
and are also taught how to make 
cheese by the new method, which re- 
quires only one hour. Two mornings 
each week are devoted to cooking, and 
the lecture is followed by practice, 
which gives' them practical illnsti*- 
tions of all the points in the lecture. 
They also learn the chemistry of foods, 
tests for detecting adulterations, and 
the chemistry of disinfectants, dyes 
and eewer gas ; and there -are six lec- 
tures each term on the physiology of 
digestion and nutrition. Added to 
these are lectures on horticulture, 
which teach them how to grow small 
fruits, vegetables and house plants. 
Plain sewing, mending, and cutting of 
substantial, garments receive some at- 
tention, and to this department they 
hope to add dressmaking another 
year. --Boston Transcript.

now TO WEIGH WITHOUT SCALES. 


Those who would like to test some 


new recipe not infrequently find them- 
selves perplexed to accurately do the 
measuring and weighing required. 
This schedule of equivalents will in such 
cases be found very.helpful: Wheat 
flour, one pound is one quart; Indian 
meal, one pound two ounces are one 
quart; butter, when soft, one pound 
is one quart; loaf sugar, when broken, 
one pound is one quart; ten eggs are 
one pound; flour, four pecks are one 
bushel; eixteeen large teaspoonfuls are 
one pint; eight large teaspoonfuls are 
one gill; four large teaspoonfuls are 
half a gill; two giils are one pint; two 
pints are one quart; four quarts are 
one gallon; one common-sized tumbler 
holds half a pint; a common-sized 
wineglass holds half a gill; a teacup 
holds one gill; a large wineglass hold's 
one gill; a tablespoouful is half an 
ounce; ten drops are equal to one tea- 
spoonful; four teaspsonfuls are equal 
to one tablespoonful.—.Boston Traa- 
script. 


THE TRIFLING EXPEX3E3. 


It is the trifling expense that must 


be looked'after if a housekeeper in- 
tends to conduct her domestic affairs 
>n lines of economy. The woman who 
knows how to handle a hammer, to 
mend and to contrive can stop many a 
leak in the family purse—each small 
in itself,fbnt often amounting to a 
large sum in the course of a vear. For 
instan.ee: Certain kitchen utensils are 
usually thrown away as hopeless cases 
as soon as they are cracked. 
This is 


especially true of articles made of 
paper or granite ware. A high wind, 
after rolling a light paper tub about 
promiscuously, threw it against 
» 


stone, and, to 
all 
appearances, 


wrecked it forever. But the tub was 
owned by a woman who had few pen- 
nies bnt original ideas, 
and she 


straightway went to work to demon- 
strate that, although mutilated, the 
tub was not beyond repair. First she 
took some putty and put this over the 
hole and smoothed it down carefully, 
until it_was about the same thickness 
as the naper mace of which the tub 
was made. This was then allowed to 
dry. {Pieces of stout muslin were then 
pasted over the putty and a coat of 
paint was put over the cloth to hold 
it, and lo make the mended part of 
the tub look like the rest of it. Sev-

CniCAGO, Nov. 4.—Tho returns recolvod 
by tho Assocint-od Press up to midnight 
indioato tho probahlo election of MnKln- 
loy and Hobart, althoufxh roburns are so 
inoafiro from a number of doubtful states 
that this conclusion can only bo reached 
by an estlinato based upon tho faraine and 
losses. Tho best, ostimatos obtainable in- 
dicate that Maine and Vermont have 
given majiiritios somowhat reduced from 
the Soptomber oloctions: that Now Hanip- 
Bhiro givoa about 20,000, Massachusetts 
about 120,000 and Rhode Island and Con- 
neotiout by proportionate majorities, all 
for MoKinloy. Now York is estimated at 
above »50,000 and Pennsylvania reaches 
S00.050. 


M/iryland has beon carried for tho Ro- 
publJcan ctindidate for president by a ma- 
jority osceodiuii 20,(XX), and Delaware is 
conildontiy cUUmod by both, apparently 
in dispute, although tho plurality is not 
likely to oxcced 1,000. 


The returns from Wort Viririnla are not 
BuiHoiont to justify tho claim of either 
party. Ohio has given a very largo He- 
publican plurality, and Kentucky is ap- 
parently assurod to tho McKinley column, 
although lator returns may not justify 
this claim.

A HjUropliobia ilospital. 


The projected Buisson Hospital, for 
the cure of hydrophobia, has already 
been opened near the Crystal Palace, 
in London, and when I return 
to 
America I shall very much wish there 
was an institution of the kind there. 
The system of cure is by vapor baths, 
and is taken up in opposition to tho 
Pasteur treatment by persons whoaro 
largely and intensely anti-vivieection- 
ists, and who believe that tbo torture 
of large numbers of dogs incident to 
Pasteur's germ cure is a brutal and 
inhuman practice. However, humane 
though I claim to be, that does not 
interest the world at large as keenly 
as the fact that these men (including 
some very eminent ones, indeed,) de- 
clare that hundreds and hundreds of 
cases of hydrophobia treated in the 
Pasteur manner have resulted in tho 
death of tho patients. In other words, 
they allege that the Pasteur cure .is no 
certain care at all, whereas the. cures 
by vapor bath treatment have been 
very wonderful, and almost, if not 
quite, invariable. 


The discovery of this process is at- 
tributed to a French provincial prac- 
titioner, who is stated to have been, 
some fifty years ago, infected with the 
virus of a mad dog by wiping his hand, 
on which was a skin laceration, with a 
towel impregnated by the saiiva of tho 
diseased animal.

The lower part of a eilo may bo 
made below tbo ground with advan 
tage. 
A cement lining for the pit 
should be used. 
The upper part is 
then bedded in cement, making a closo 
connection with the lower part, com- 
pletely air-tight. 
This will be pre- 
ierable to a silo wholly above ground, 
in that the greatest pressure will be in 
the most solid part, and it will not be 
so laborious to raise the material for 
fiilage so high by the difference of the 
depth of the below-ground 
part.— 
American Farmer. 


PRESERVING CORN FODDEK. 


The great attention paid to ensilago 
ought not to lessen interest in keep- 
ing and curing corn fodder dry. There 
is no cheaper feed that the farmer can 
grow, and will not except even the- 
same feed cut green and pnt into the 
eilo. 
If corn ifl cut just as the ears 
are glazing, its fodder will be then at 
its best, and the grain will also lake 
all from the etnlks that it would get by 
standing longer. So soon as the husks 
are dry enough to allow husking easily 
the corn should be husked, and the 
stalks will then usually be in good 
condition for drawing to the farm or 
stack. 
It is better to make medium- 
aized stacks, so that the stalks will not 
undergo violent heating. 
A slight 
heating will soften the shell of the 
stalk without injuring it in any way. 
When freezing weather comes these 
fitalks will bo thoroughly dry, or at 
least seem so, and they should then 
be cut with a horse-power 
cutter. 
Such a machine will put through in a 
single day ñve times ns much asa man 
can do with only hand power, and at 
the saving of much hard labor. 
The 
stalks after cutting will heat some 
more, and should bo watched and 
turned with a shovel occasionally, so 
that the under portions may not mil- 
dew or blacken. 
Corn fodder so pre- 
pared will bo eaten with little or no 
waste.-—American Cultivator. 


HOW TO SALT BUTTER, 


Perhaps 
everyone 
who has ever 
made batter has been troubled with 
this at some time. 
The cause of the 
mottled condition which is frequently 
seen in butter is a disputed one, yet it 
is simple enough after all. 
As wo all 
know, salt aiTects tho color of buttei\ 
All butter takes on a deeper hue when 
it has been salted a few hours. 
Take 
a lot of butter from tho churn in a 
mass, salt it in streaks by cutting 
down through it with t he ladle and 
scattering salt freely where the ladle 
went,^ let it stand half a day before 
working, and you will see a good il- 
lustration of mottled butter. 
In a 
few words tho explanation is this: 
Mottled butter is caused by the uneven 
distribution of salt, nothing more or 
less. 
To avoid this the following plan 
. is an excellent one, and one which is 
followed by many of our best buttei 
makers to-day: 
Leave tho butter in 
granules, wash with water cold enough 
to- prevent adhesion, drain and salt 
while still in the churn, then revolve 
the churn or tip from side to side un- 
til the butter globules mass somewhat 
and the salt is evenly distributed. By 
.tipping the churn one way, then tho 
other, the salt may be very evenly 
flprinkled 
on, or a wooden fork of! 
suitable size may be used to stir it up, 
adding only a portion of the salt at a 
•time. 
The salt melts or dissolves the 
moment it touches tho grains of but- 
ter, and each grain i^ instantly coated 
with brine. 
Then -when tho butter 
has drained a few minutes remove it 
.to the worker, press until moderately 
dry and pack away. 
No further work- 
ing is necessary and there will bo no 
trace of streaks or a mottled condition 
to bo found. 
Salting in the churn is 
sure to bo a iavorito method with 
those who try it. 
The^imount of but- 
ter can be very closely estimated, as 
the amount from a given quantity of 
oroam does not vary very 'materially 
iiom time to time. 
Nor is it essential 
to weigh out the salt each time. Meas- 
ure out a pound of salt—usually a 
pint of salt will weigh a pound, and it 
is inore quickly measured than weighed 
each time. 
Some adhere very tena- 
<iiouBly to the old way of twice working 
their butter, but 
once is a great 
• iUenty, 
If the salt is evenly distrib- 
uted and tho excess of 
moisture 
pressed out, that is sufficient, and it 
can as well be done at one operation 
as at two.—Hoard's Dairyman.

Dealing with the question of horse- 
shoeing, he said many x^eople wero un- 
der tho impression it was a simple 
thing to pull off a horseshoe; when a 
smith took off a shoe he should do it 
carefully, or it might give rise to seri- 
ous mifcchief. The shoe was fixed on 
by clenched nails.

He wag thoroughly of opinion, how- 
ever, that if more care was exercised 
in the removal of shoes, the risk of 
pricking horses would be reduced to a 
very considerable extent.

pened to meet the foresgn intruder, 
tho nesfc blow would cause mischief. 
He believed he stood almost alone in 
the opinion that instead of putting the 
pinchers on tho inner heel it should 
bo grasped by tho inner 
quarter. 
The naiia ou the inner side of the shoe 
were not so fur back as on the outer, 
and there was plenty of room to use 
the pincers nearer the quarter, away 
from tho heel. 
Very many cases of 
corn would bo avoided if that wero 
done, and smiths could not do any 
harm by taking his advice. 


Regarding the parting of tho foot, 
he contended that a horse should not 
be robbed of horn. 
Ho M'as afraid 
there was a little too much tendency 
on the part of smiths to lower tho 
heel. 
The heel was made up of tho 
back part of tho crust and of the bar, 
and it they lowered the heel they must 
rob tho horse's foot of a portion of tho 
crust and of the bar, too. 
Another 
erroneous idea was that the frog should 
come to the ground, and some went 
so far to eav that the solo should have 
a certain amount of pressure. 
If they 
put a horse on a sandy plain or turf, 
it could put up with frog or sole pres- 
sure. 
Rut why was the solo made 
concave if the sole was intended to 
come to the ground and bear a portion 
of tho weight? 
It was made concave 
so that it should be out of the way of 
pressure, and the frog v,as made elas 
tic so that it should yield considerably 
to pressure. 
Therefore don't rot) the 
horse of that part of tho foot which 
was intended to take tho pressure. 
The horse's crust, the outer margin, 
tho portion to wlaich they nailed the 
shoe, was the portion which should 
receive tho weight—and that was the 
portion the smith should legislate to 
keep in the healthiest condition pos- 
sible. 


Having reiterated his opinion that 
horse nails as at present made were 
made the wrong way, ho went on to 
observe that nails should not be driven 
higher than necessary, and never in 
old horn. 
Regarding the driving oi 
nuils, there was only one thing to learn 
well, and that was the sound of tho 
hammer on the head of the nail during 
the time of driving. 
When the smith 
eaid he knew the nail vms going righl 
other than by the sound of the blow 
he Avas humbugging them.

en firms, while one-half million repre- 
sented the expenditure of four leading 
American bicycle companies. 


While many makers of wheels have 
failed this season as the result of close 
competition, stringent money market 
and insufficient capital and facilities, it 
is a significant fact that not one of the 
concerns which have assigned up to 
this writing were national advertisers, 
or even liberal in their use of printer's 
ink.

Before Congress convenes again in 
December a series of interesting ex|Der- 
iuients in coinage will be conducted 
at the Philadelphia Mint.

blanks." 
On application they will be 
furniohed, and when a deposit is made 
to cover th^ expense, the postmaster 
will telegraph to the postmaster at the 
latter's destination asking that it be

returned.

applicant 
first signs this agreement: "It is here- 
by agreed that, if the letter is returned 
to me, I will protect you from any and 
all claims made against you for such 
return and will lully indemnify you 
for any loss you may sustain by reason 
of such action.

Q)iller (Dead- 


Major W. S Diller, who, after an 
illness of a few months, died on Sat- 
urday, at his residence in New York 
City, was one of five brothers, all of 
whom served as commissioned officers 
in the Union Army during the late 
war of the rebellion. 
Mr. Diller was, 
until the time of his death,command 
er of the Keystone Zouaves (seventy- 
sixth Pennsylvania volunteer infant- 
ry), and companion of the military or- 
der of the Loyal Legion, New York 
Commandery. Deceased was born in 
Littlestown, this county, April 8th, 
1842, 
When the war began ho as- 
sisted his brother Cyrus in raising a 
company, which left Hanover and was 
attached to the Seventy-sixth Penn- 
sylvania Regiment. 
At the second 
Deep Bottom fight Major Diller re- 
ceived a wound that nearly proved fa- 
tal, and was invalided to Fortress 
Monroe, where, after recovering, he 
was detailed on a general court mar- 
tial. 
Despairing of ever being able 
to resume active service,Major Diller, 
at his own request, was honorably 
mustered out, February, 1865. 


As the Major was a believer in ere* 
mation, his widow will carry out his 
request, and two of his comrades ac- 
companied the body to the crematoria 
um. A wife and one son survive him. 
The Major's wife was formerly Miss 
Kate Metzger, of Hanover.

WOMEN TO STUDY AGniCULTCIiE. 


After a long struggle women are 
admitted to tho School of Agriculture 
in Minnesota, which is a branch of the 
university. 
The honor of introducing 
this innovation is due to Professor 
Haecker, head of the department of 
dairy husbandry, who induced the 
Board of Regents to allow them a four 
weeks' course at the end of the regular 
term. 
Sixty women were enrolled in 
the first class, which was formed last 
May. They received practical lectures 
on the care of cream, creaming milk, 
churning, and caring for the butter, 
and are also taught how to make 
cheese by the new method, which re- 
quires only one hour. 
Two mornings 
each week are devoted to cooking, and 
the lecture is followed by practice, 
which gives them practical illustia- 
tions of all the points in the lecture. 
They also learn the chemistry of foods, 
tests for detecting adulterations, and 
the chemistry of disinfectants, dyes 
andeowergas; and thero'are six lec- 
tures each term on the physiology of 
digestion and nutrition. 
Added to 
these are lectures on horticulture, 
which teach them how to grow small 
fruits, vegetables and house plants. 
Plain sewing, mending, and cutting of 
substantial garments receive some at- 
tention, and to this department they 
hope to add dressmaking 
another 
year.-^Boston Transcript.

one pound; flour, four pecks aro ono 
bushel; sixtecon iarge teaspoonfuls are 
one pint; eight large teaspoonfuls are 
ono gill; four largo teaspoonfuls aro 
half a gill; two giils aro ono jjint; two 
pints aro one quart; four quarts are 
one gallon; one common* sized tumbler 
holds half a i>int; a common-sized 
wineglass holds half a gill; a teacup 
holds ono gill; a large wineglass holds 
one gill; a tablespoonful is half 
an 
ounce; ton drops are equal to one tea- 
spoonful; four teaspDonfuls are equal 
to ono tablespoonful.—J3oston Tran- 
script.

J->ut tho tub was 
owned by a woman who had few pen- 
nies but original 
ideas, 
and 
sho 
straightway went to work to demon- 
strate that, although mutilated, the 
tub was not beyond repair. First she 
took some putty and put this over tho 
hole and smoothed it down carefullj^ 
until it was about the same thickness 
as tho Daper maco of which the tub 
was made. 
This was then allowed to 
dry. [Pieces of stout muslin wore then 
pasted over the putty and a coat of 
paint was put over tho cloth to hold 
it, and to mako the mended part of 
the tub look like tho rest of it. 
Sev- 
eral coats of paint were added from 
time to time, and the mendoi plaoo is 
probably the strongest part of thotub. 
Tho monding is a simple matter and 
tho time required was small. 
Tho 
same woman mends small holes in 
granite ware with copper rivets, care- 
fully fitted and hammered 
down.—
